(Rep - Fullerton), riding 
on the crest of the homo¬ 
phobic victory in Miami, 
arrived in San Francisco 
last week to fan the 
flames of bigotry and his 
long-shot campaign for 
next year's Republican 
nomination for governor. 
He plans to introduce a 
bill into the legislature 
that would drive homosex¬ 
uals out of the state's 
classrooms. Briggs had 
the confrontation with 
militant Gays as his staff 
had planned, but he adso 
met with an antagonistic 
press who were not im¬ 
pressed with his tactics. 

The Senator moved on 
to Sacramento where he 
asked his fellow senators 
to issue a commendation 
on June 15 to religious 
zealot Anita Bryant for 
her -"courageous stand to 

f irotect American children 
rom exposure to blatant 
homosexuality." 

The State Senate, in a 
36 to 2 vote, resoundingly 
defeated the resolution 
which was seen by ob¬ 
servers as also a personal 
rebuke of its author. 

James Mills (Dem. - San 
Diego), President Pro- 
Tern, said it was the 
Senate's pattern to reject 
policy resolutions if they 
concerned controversial 
issues outside California. 

Otherwise, said Mills, 
the legislature would be 
caught up in "endless de¬ 
bates with everybody try¬ 
ing to think up some 
resolution to embarrass 
the opposite party."

Miami Aftermath: New 

“Human Rights” Struggle 
Involves Thousands 


by Bruce Pettit 


Thousands of San Franciscans Became activists 
for the first time. Men and women, radicals and 
moderates, professionals and street people - all Gay, 
but hundreds relating to each other for the first 
time - struggled but kept the peace for seven days in 
the face of terrible tension. Homophobic state Sen. 
John Briggs (R - Fullerton) nearly succeeded in 
breaking them June 14, but he miserably failed. 

After the March of the Five Thousand on the 
first night, demonstrations and deliberations tum¬ 
bled over and into each other for a week. "Organ¬ 
izers" of some demonstrations never showed up and 
fear swept the community that "outside agitators" 
were exploiting the volatile Gay feelings here, 
hoping to explode them and discredit the entire U.S. 
Gay movement. 

Meetings called with less than 24-hour notices 
drew first 70, later hundreds of people. Finally, on 
the seventh aay - Monday, June 13 - the Coalition 
for Human Rights got some grasp on the unity that 
more than 30 groups were reachmg for - if only by 
containing that goal in a single name. 

The Lesbian Rights Alliance was born Thursday. 
June 9. It sought improved local and national 
communications among Lesbians, but it also pledged 
outreach through media and political education 
committees to Gay men and all U.S. minorities in 
advancing a new era for Gay liberation. 

Celeste Newbrough ot LRA chaired the often 
raucous June 13 meeting that brought forth the 
Coalition. "The people who will lead this country in 
developing a high consciousness in human relation¬ 
ships will be Gay women and men by sharing our 
confidence in who we are." 


Bubba Geiger, education chair of the new Save 
Our Human Rights, concurred. Although it took five 
hours for 1,000 people to decide on the Coalition's 
name, 'We reached an agreement to work together, 
to lay aside our personal battles of sexism ana 
racism." 

But it was Jud Kohl, media chair of SOHR, who 
represented San Francisco on national television 
during those first dark days after Miami. A group of 

S rofessional Gay men met June 8, "behind closed 
oors in the Castro," as one local station described 
it. To take advantage of the media's hunger for a 
substantive Gay response from the nation's Gay 
mecca, they moved quickly to call a June 10 press 
conference. 


Kohl announced that Save Our Human Rights 
by acclamation had been accepted as San Fran¬ 
cisco s united effort to withstand the national 
backlash. It would address itself to a massive 
educational effort. 

The educational vision was twofold: (1) cor¬ 
recting public impressions that "homosexuals are all 
screamers and child molesters" and (2) beginning the 
message at home with all Gay people informing 
families, neighbors and all who love them" that 
they are Gay - letting them know firsthand that 
there are Gay people who are "viable, responsible 
citizens. 

Geiger insisted that opening up to families is 
vital for Gay brothers and sisters in the hinterlands 
where Gay demonstrations never reach." He left 
Charleston, S.C., for San Francisco two years ago. 
I represent people who had to travel all across the 
country to be able to live free, who they are." When 
Konl needed a Gay person genuinely coming out 
publicly for the first time to appear on the Saturday 
night news of a local TV station, Geiger volunteered. 
I tried to rationalize that I didn't need to be one of 
those who wrote home to my parents, telling them 
who I am. But I couldn't rationalize. I wrote. It 
was hard, but now I feel very good about it." 

, At the Monday meeting forming the Coalition 
for Human Rights, Geiger set up a table "for people 
who wanted to come out for the first time" by 
signing up to work with his SOHR educational 
committee. It was phenomenal," said he. "Hun¬ 
dreds signed up - Ph.D's, people working in the 
financiaT district. They said they could lose their 
jobs over this, but after Miami and the repression 
ahead, they had no choice." 

Although Save Our Human Rights was accurate¬ 
ly claiming the most concrete results in the early 
post-Miami period, older groups - militant and 
moderate - viewed SOHR with some suspicion. Who 
were the new leaders? Would their high energy last? 
They were a collection of professional men, largely 
legal and media, who had never been Gay activists 
beiore. Yet everyone deferred to them in the first 
seven days. All acknowledged it was a new era, 
desperate for new ideas and Hill of new possibilities. 

SOHR s political committee earmarked voter 
registration as its first target. It immediately allied 
with the brainchild of Jim Rivaldo of tne San 
Francisco Gay Democratic Club. Rivaldo wants to 
register 25,000 Gay voters by July 4 simply to 
amaze local politicians about the potential power of 
Gay sentiment to make or break any issue or 
candidate.

Bryant made no direct 
references to the contro¬ 
versy during her perform¬ 
ance; however, an anti- 
Gay rally led by Dr. Joe 
West, pastor of the Town 
East Baptist Church in 
San Antonio, attracted 
fewer them two hundred 
supporters of Anita 
Bryant and her position. 
West asked that Bryant's 
supporters display no vio¬ 
lence toward the Gays "or 
they may hit you with 
their purse or a powder

juice and put the squeeze 
on homosexuals." 

The anti-Bryant demon¬ 
stration included Domini¬ 
can nuns, women carrying 
babies and men in wheel¬ 


chairs, according to Bob 
McQueen, editor of the 
ADVOCATE and a partici- 

§ ant. "I've been in many 
emonstrations in San 
Francisco, but nothing 
equalled the feeling of be¬ 
ing with more than six 
thousand Gay brothers and 
sisters and their support¬ 
ers in Houston deep in the 
Bible Belt. It was the 
biggest civil rights dem¬ 
onstration in the city's 
history. It's obvious Anita 
Bryant has opened many 
closet doors - doors that 
will never close again."

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E ditorial 

At the editor's desk we have talked with and we 
have been talked to by so many agitated, depressed, 
buzzing people these past two weeks. This editor 
finds it difficult to gain a perspective on what has 
happened to American Gays and non-Gays since June 
7 • 

We are suddenly lectured, chastised, consoled, 
supported by friends and enemies on all sides. The 
press, the editors, the pundits, the comics^ the 
clerics take to the bullhorn. The Gay issue is the 
hot issue and most people probably wish it would go 
away - because it makes them uncomfortable, makes 
them re-evaluate. Another crisis to worry about. 
Another fifth column eating its way into the all- 
American cookie jar. Another foundation being 
eroded. Another reason not to go out of the house. 

Gays and anti-Gays find themselves abruptly 
churning in, choking on, an idea that reached its 
time. An idea Foo powerful for any of the 
participants to fully fathom. One more crack in the 
cosmic egg. One more smash in the face with future 
shock. 

Anita Bryant had to come . . . the surprise was 
that she came upon us so cheaply, so completely. 
And yet, it is to all the people's good that the 
homophobic counter-attack managed to wrap itself 
up on such a foolish, hysteric woman. To crusade 
under her banner truly must be an embarrassment - 
for even the naive. 

Some great causes had their Joan of Arcs, their 
Margaret Sangers, their Eleanor Roosevelts - their 
virgin queens. But to be led to the emotional, 
political and religious barricades by a fading bathing 
beauty must be a hard line to swallow. Sad for these 
lingering Christians to have a pop singer and a 
former TV disc jockey carry their bell, book and 
candle. To have their simple beliefs vaude villi zed, 
trivialized. 

Bob Green was being groomed as the next Dick 
Clark. He didn't make it. Anita was always a 
runner-up. She didn't make it. The ambitious, 
avaricious couple merely changed trains, and they 
found themselves on the Broadway Limited - the Big 
Time. Bigger and smaller than they could have ever 
anticipated, for they will not see the perversion of 
certain judaic, archaic injunctions take hold.

Attorney Carol Jen¬ 
nings of the Washington, 
D.C., Media Access Proj¬ 
ect, represents C.R.H. 
and individual complain¬ 
ants in the FCC action. 
Jennings believes the 
chances are "excellent" 
that the Commission will 
rule favorably on the 
complaint and force the 
station to comply with 
public policy. 

Although the complaint 
involves a single station, 
the FCC's decision could 
set a precedent that 
would affect broadcasters 
around the country. All 
broadcast licensees will

cil, long-time iriends found themselves divided on 
the validity of such a confrontation. Two Gay 
Democratic Party officials thought that the Gay 
reaction was "embarrassing" and disruptive to our I 
negotiations here and in Washington, D.C. 

However, the general reaction of the 40 Gay I 
Democratic activists present was best stated by | 
Larry Long, Pride Foundation attorney, and David 
Goldman, dynamic Gay activist and teacher. Long 
chided Mondale for not making an immediate friend¬ 
ly overture to the crowd ana expressed his excite¬ 
ment over the many new Gay groups evolving and 
the development of new Gay leadership . . . Goldman 
paralleled the Mondale incident with the silence by 
many Germans when Jews and Gay people were 
executed during World War n. He joined Long and 
others in expressing outrage that Mondale did not 
use the occasion to respond to a part of his 
constituency. 

Goldman said that it was significant that while 
this federal administration is going around the world 
attacking other countries for their lack of "human 
rights," it remained silent about the human rights 
being denied in Miami. He said, and many others 
present agreed, that the inconvenience and embar¬ 
rassment to Democratic officials was secondary to a 
minority's right to be heard and to receive a 
response. 

Jim Sandmire, CDC Gay Caucus Chair, told the 
assembly that he was proud that Gay people 
marchea in major cities across the country - by the 
tens of thousands - "with an amazing restraint He 
encouraged more seasoned Gay activists to help the 
new developing leadership in the Gay movement. 
***** 

In recent weeks, demonstrators have marched 
on St. Mary's and Grace Cathedrals, expressed their 
anger at senator John Briggs' opposition to Gay 
teachers and spent many hours planning and organ¬ 
izing for future actions and reactions. Many 
activists will not be pleased with the results of this 
new upsurge in the movement. Some demonstrators 
will not be "nice" while others are attempting to 
work more quietly within the system. 

Thousands of Gay people who have never regis¬ 
tered to vote are now seeking a place on the front 
lines of Gay liberation. There will be trying times 
ahead for tne movement and those who respond to 
it. As columnist Carl Rowan stated, "It has become 
all too easy to attack homosexuals, to deprive them 
of basic rights, because they have walked out of the 
shadows." Our response to Miami, a landmark that 
is as important as Stonewall, will be diverse, but it 
will end in victory. Let us be patient and supportive 
of one another along the way.

Impact Of The Miami Vote

In the eyes of the law in 
most places, homosexuals 
have the same rights as 
other members of society; 
and the issue that the 
voters of Dade County 
had before them was 
whether Gays should have 
added protection against 
discrimination in jobs and 
housing. As it is, private 
employers and landlords in 
most places may lawfully 
discriminate against Gay 
people in the same way 
they may act arbitrarily 
against people who are 
left-handed, New York 
Yankee fans or Repub¬ 
licans. While statistics of 
overt or covert discrimi¬ 
nation against Gays are 
becoming, slowly, more 
and more non-existent, 
few doubt that discrimi¬ 
nation and harassment of 
Gay people sometimes 
occurs in even more ways 
that do not happen to 
left-handed persons, 

Yankee fans or Republi¬ 
cans. Nor is there much 
dispute that the fear of 
being found out leads

many homosexual men and 
women to camouflage 
their sexual preference. 
A number of federal, 
state and local laws pro¬ 
scribe discrimination in 
employment or housing on 
grounds of gender, race 
and religion, and residents 
of Dade County were 
given the chance to de¬ 
cide, via the voting booth, 
whether a person's sexual 
preference should be 
added to that list. 

In Miami, the over¬ 
whelming majority led by 
the bigoted Anita Bryant 
and her "Save Our Child¬ 
ren" crowd (with a lot of 
help from the tax-exempt 
churches) voted to repeal 
a county ordinance that 
banned discrimination in 
employment and housing 
based on a person's "af- 
fectional or sexual prefer¬ 
ence." The impact of that 
Miami election is still to 
be felt. Because so much 
attention was focused on 
the Miami referendum, 
many lawyers, civil liber¬ 
ties groups, and other 
groups espousing the 
rights of Gays Feel its 
outcome will affect what 
happens in other jurisdic¬ 
tions. E. Carrington Bog- 
gan ; a New York lawyer 
active in the area of Gay 
rights, feels that since the 
ominance was repealed "it 
will be more difficult to 
get anti-discrimination 
legislation passed else¬ 
where." An example of 
that is right here in Cali¬ 
fornia where Art Agnos 
has decided to delay at¬ 
tempts to get pro-Gay 
legislation passed - some¬ 
thing Agnos feels he could 
have done if the Gays had 
won the Miami vote. On 
the other hand, Boggan 
says that if the ordinance 
in Dade County had been 
upheld, many would have 
seen it as "clearly an 
impetus to get more such 
legislation enacted." 

The issue has been 
debated in dozens of juris¬ 
dictions in the past few 
years. So far, no state 
egislatures have passed 
such a law. Nor has 
Congress. More than 40 
cities, including San Fran¬ 
cisco, Detroit, Minne¬ 
apolis and Wcishing ton, 
D.C., have passed ordi¬ 
nances similar to the one 
repealed in Miami, while 
several other cities, in¬ 
cluding New York, have 
rejected such bills. 
Bryant, the self-appointed 
messenger of God, drunk 
with victory, and having 
danced a jig reminiscent

of one Hitler once danced, 
immediately announced 
she would take her "Save 
Our Children" to most of 
those cities listed about 
to get those ordinances 
repealed. Without such 
ordinances as those in San 
Francisco which can be 
difficult to enforce, Gays 
are given little protection 
against private employers 
or landlords who discrimi¬ 
nate against them. As a 
rule, government employ¬ 
ers may not discriminate 
against employees on the 
basis of their sexual 
orientation. The constitu¬ 
tional requirement that 
governmental agencies 
act fairly to all citizens 
applies to local, state and 
federal agencies, but the 
principle has developed 
most fully at the federal 
level. Since 1975; when it 
changed its policy, the 
U.S. Civil Service Com¬ 
mission has said that 
people may not be found 
unsuitable for federal 
employment "solely on the 
basis of homosexual con¬ 
duct." The new guide¬ 
lines, however, still 
contain prohibitions 

against hiring Gays in the 
FBI and CIA, to say 
nothing of the military. 
But the Fourteenth 
Amendment guarantee 
that the government shall 
not deny to any person 
the equal protection of 
the law" has not been con¬ 
strued to force govern¬ 
mental agencies To act 
identically toward all 
people, especially Gay 
people. In employment, 
courts have ruled that 
people may be treated 
differently so long as 
these differences bear a 
"rational" relationship to 
the work done. 

It is under this rubic 
that some courts have 
held that it is acceptable 
to exclude Gays from cer¬ 
tain teaching jobs. Their 
rationale is that students 
may be unduly influenced 
by their teacners' sexual 
preference. It was, of 
course, the Gay teachers 
issue that Bryant used 
most successfully in 
Miami. In the area of 
housing, excepting the 
relatively small number of 
cities that have enacted 
Gay anti-discrimination 
ordinances, Gays may be 
barred from private hous¬ 
ing without legal re¬ 
course. Where the hous¬ 
ing is public or federally 
subsidized, Gays are given 
more protection, but it is 
far from absolute. 

The vote in Miami may 
also either retard or ac¬ 
celerate the trend across 
the country toward re¬ 
pealing the state statutes 
that made sodomy a 
crime, at least when be¬ 
tween consenting adults in 
private. Although homo¬ 
sexual acts are still pun¬ 
ishable by sentences up to 
15 years in some states. 


18 states no longer re¬ 
strict sexual acts in pri¬ 
vate between consenting 
adults, either heterosexu¬ 
al or homosexual. The 
trend toward repealing 
sodomy statutes began 
about five years ago and 
does not seem to have 
been slowed by the Su¬ 
preme Court's action last 
year summarily affirming 
a lower court's decision 
upholding the constitu¬ 
tionality of Virginia's law 
barring consensual sod¬ 
omy. Many state legisla¬ 
tures and courts liave 
apparently ignored it. In 
a recent decision, the 
New York State's highest 
court suggested - without 
ruling on the merits - that 
in some situations the 
statute banning consensu¬ 
al sodomy between un¬ 
married adults might be 
unconstitutional. The 
court, which made no 
reference to the Supreme 
Court decision, seemed to 
be saying that such be¬ 
havior should not be un¬ 
lawful so long as it does 
not directly offend a third 
party. But last year's 
action by the Supreme 
Court has had some im¬ 
pact, even though there 
was no written opinion. It 
has seemingly become 
harder to make the argu¬ 
ment that sexual orienta¬ 
tion is a fundamental 
right protected by the 
Constitution. 

It will be some time 
before the true impact of 
the Florida vote is real¬ 
ized in other parts of the 
country, especially as to 
its impact on pro-Gay leg¬ 
islation. 

Granted, the Bryant 
forces won an important 
battle, local though it 
was. but at the same time 
I tnink Bryant made a 
tactical error in announc¬ 
ing that she would take 
her hate campaign to 
other cities. For one 
thinjg, the Gays have made 
it clear that wherever she 

f oes, they will be waiting 
or her. Since the Miami 
election, she has appeared 
in Texas, Norfolk, Chi¬ 
cago, and other places and 
in each case she was met 
with thousands of Gays - 
Gays who were always 
there but were not neces¬ 
sarily visible. The result 
is that <pity officials, 
police; and ordinary citi¬ 
zens in those cities now 
know that if Bryant hadn't 
shown up, the Gays would 
not be marching, tying up 
traffic, and creating prob¬ 
lems for the police and 
the city fathers. Hence, 
the solution is not to 
make Bryant welcome in 
other cities, and the word 
has already begun to get 
to her to, in effect, stay 
home. Many small cities 
have always known they 
had sizable Gay popula¬ 
tions, but it would now 
take the appearance of 
the bigot Bryant to bring 





























those Gays out into the 
open and create problems 
for those cities. I really 
expect Bryant to slowly 
drop out of the Gay rights 
fight. She appears weak, 
cowardly, and paranoia 
has begun to set in. Bry¬ 
ant complains that she 
needs such heavy security, 
that she can't bring her 
family on out of town 
trips - well, the lady 
started all of this herself, 
and I hope the Gays across 
the country continue to 
meet her wherever she 
goes; maybe she will get 
the message. Obviously, 
she is getting more than 
she had bargained for. 
Even the Florida Citrus 
Commission has begun 
looking for an easy way to 
get rid of her. One offi¬ 
cial of the Commission 
said he wishes she would 
"just simply resign."

answer," adding that it 
was something he didn't 
want to involve himself 
with. The President 
claimed that he had 
enough problems without 
taking on another (prob¬ 
lems on human rights in 
the Soviet Union and 
Brazil, no doubt). 

If nothing more, the 
bigoted Bryant has 
brought the reality of 
homosexuality and its op¬ 
pression onto the front 
pages, but the true impact 
of the Miami vote is still 
to be felt.

The Word “Gay” - 
What Does It Mean? 

SELF-INTERVIEWS-4 
BY JACK WARNER 

Q. We are talking about a letter which claims 
that true gayness no longer exists. 

A. I have said that 1 think it does. Gay wit and 
sophistication are just as much in evidence now as 
they were some 30 to 50 years ago. Gayness as a 
style is still around, too. I speak of "wit" and 
"sophistication" and "style" because they are the 
words used by the letter-writer. Perhaps I should 
say something about why I feel qualified to speak on 
this subject. The writer has suggested in his letter 
that I am too young to know about the people and 
the times very well. I was there. I was one of those 
people. Moreover, when I was young I was very 
close to an older gay man whose memories of gay 
life stretched back another dozen or so years beyond 
mine. That is why I know that a large part of what 
the letter-writer says is true. I disagree with him, 
however, when he says that that kind of gayness died 
along with a generation of older men. 

Q. But you agree with his description of what 
those gay men were like? 

A. Yes - with one major exception. There is 
one part of his description that I would like to 
question. Let me quote from the letter: "'Gay' was 
a high style and required not only education in many 
areas but constant awareness of what is going on. In 
general the truly 'gay' groups were from middle and 
upper classes." I assume that the letter-writer is 
talking about American gay men. English gay men 
might fit this description - at least in the period the 
writer is talking about. But American gay men? I 
am not persuaded. 

Q. Do you think the writer is suggesting a kind 
of snobbishness? 

A. That is what it sounds like. And I am having 
trouble trying to reconcile snobbishness with the 
meaning of "gay" which we have been discussing. I 
am aware that snobbishness existed among gay 
people. I assume that it still exists, although it may 
take a somewhat different form nowadays. After 
all, there are many kinds of gay people. To my way 
of thinking, the passage I have quoted would be a 
good description of what we used to call "elegant 
queens," but I can't believe that elegant queens ever 
epitomized gayness. For one thing, they never 
constituted a very large segment of gay people. For 
another thing, they kept pretty much to themselves 
- which means that they probably didn't know all 
that much about what being gay meant to other gay 
people. 

Q. Maybe we are doing the letter-writer an 
injustice when we apply the word "snobbishness" to 
his statement. 

A. I don't think so. A snob is someone who has 
an offensive air of superiority about him, par¬ 
ticularly regarding matters of taste or knowledge, 
a j s l a ^ emen t specifically mentions education 
and the middle and upper classes. If this statement

people lack sophistication and wit. In my experi¬ 
ence, that is just not so. I can't feel that any one 
group of gay people is any more gay than any other 
S 1 *?} 1 ?,* wby establish some kind of elitism? It is 
self-defeating. 

O. Perhaps an illustration? 
iV . A. I am thinking of a certain gay bar that 
thrived in North Beach before, during, and after 
World War n, the period the letter-writer speaks of. 
All kinds of people w it to that bar - except, 
perhaps, elegant queens. There was nothing about 
the place that suggested any kind of class structure 
- upper, middle, or lower. Everyone belonged to 
5Pjy, one class - gay. The education standard simply 
didn t apply: there were college professors ana 
there were first-grade drop-outs. A man with a suit 
and tie sat next to a mam with torn dungarees. But 
the meanmg of gay" that I have been talking about 
could have been recognized in that bar every night 
of the week. The place was famous for its wit and 
humor. The people there had a kind of sophistica¬ 
tion that would be hard to match anywhere else in 
town. And that indescribable tone of the place must 
dc called style, no matter how you define the word, 
mi at I am suggesting here is that our interpretation 
of what gay means cannot be so easily pinned 
down. It doesn't belong to a single class of people, 
and it isn t limited to certain kinds of taste. 

Q. That bar was considered pretty low-down by 
some people. 

A. By the elegant queens, no doubt. There is 
your snobbishness. But I will tell you this: I think 
those people who went to that bar came far closer 
to epitomizing gayness than elegant queens ever did. 
The place was a true melting pot. Those people who 
used to talk about the melting pot of democracy 
should have experienced this bar. There were all 
kinds of people, and when they were in the bar they 
were all equal. Everyone had a good time. Every¬ 
one there was "gay" in all meanings of the term. 
Out of that place, too, came the first stirrings of 
what we now call the gav liberation movement.

I felt 
no qualms about being 
elected Emperor of San 
Francisco when I was an 
employee on the mayor's 
staff at City Hall, and 
seeing myself on tele¬ 
vision or in newspapers 
and magazines not only 
here but in other cities in 
the U.S. and abroad. 

This weekend. Gay soli¬ 
darity, Gay pride and Gay 
unity are on parade. The 
news cameras of the 
world will record for pos¬ 
terity this demonstration, 
this celebration, this out¬ 
pouring of Gay Power.

Stage:A 
Chorus Line 


When the Civic Light 
Opera first presented S 'A 
Chorus Line" to San Fran¬ 
cisco at the Curran The¬ 
ater, it arrived on the 
hysterical crest of a 
Tony-winning sweep with 
most of the original cast 
and we responded accord¬ 
ingly, thrilled to see 
Donna McKechnie and 
Sammy Williams in their 
award-winning perform¬ 
ances in person. 

"A Chorus Line" is back 
at the Curran, with the 
international company 
now in residence. Gone is 
Miss McKechnie and 
Williams; instead we have 
Pamela Sousa and Tommy 
Aguilar. And time has 
given us a chance to stand 
back and look afresh with¬ 
out emotionalism at 
Michael Bennett’s breath¬ 
taking tribute to the spirit 
of theater via a dramati¬ 
cally powerful dancers' 
audition. 

That is, without emo¬ 
tionalism until the first 
showstopping moment, 
which occurs shortly after 
the beginning of the eve¬ 
ning. The new cast (to us) 
dances comparably to the 
original company and 
sings and acts as well if 
not better (in many cases, 
the voices are far superior 
to the originals). And 
"Chorus Line" remains a 
rich, rare experience in 
the theater. 

The show seems more in 
balance this time around. 
Pamela Sousa's Cassie re¬ 
mains in the background 
until her big moment 
when she quietly steps 
forward to talk to Zach 
and relates with firm 
dignity the despair of an 
almost-made-it relegated 
back to the chorus. Miss 
Sousa is an excellent 
actress who knows the 
value of controlled under¬ 
playing; her "Music and 
the Mirror" is firstrate ? as 
is Tommy Aguilar's im¬ 
mensely vulnerable por¬ 
trayal of the Puerto Rican 


homosexual Paul. James 
Kirkwood's beautifully 
honed soliloquy for Paul 
relating the nomosexual 
dancers search for a 
masculine identity re¬ 
mains the most touching 
moment of the show. 

Jane Summerhays' por¬ 
trayal of the aging Sheila 
lacks the delicious sting 
that elevated Sheila to a 
powerhouse of acid one- 
liners; her Sheila seems 
already resigned to a dis¬ 
illusioned future, but 
Summerhays' perform¬ 
ance, if more urbane than 
acid, is nonetheless excel¬ 
lent. But this "Chorus 
Line" offers a banquet of 
excellent performances - 
Gina Paglia as Diana; 
Eivind Harum as the cho¬ 
reographer who controls 
their momentary fate; 
Jeff Hyslop as Mike with 
a dazzling "I Can Do 
That"; Steve Baumann as 
Al, the muscular Bronx 
dancer married to a tone- 
deaf partner, well played 
by Christine Barker; 
Karen Jablons as the "tits 
and ass" belter Val; Ron 
Kurowski as Bobby, the 


flamboyantly funny Gay

A Bridge 
Too Far 


Not all is lost, however. 
"A Bridge Too Far," now 
at the Alexandria 
Theater, is a firstrate 
film about an ill-fated 
plan to end WWII by the 
Allies in 1944 by dropping 
44,000 men behind 
German lines to capture 
six strategic bridges in 
Holland. It turned into 
the war's biggest disaster

Director Richard 

Attenborough manages to 
not only make a sweeping 
epic war film but also an 
interesting. thought- 

f rovoking human interest 
ilm, ana while not com¬ 
pletely successful in com¬ 
bining both, he makes 
"Bridge" a high notch 
above the average. He is 
greatly aided by William 
Goldman's well- 

researched and engrossing 
script. Although all of 
the events are claimed to 
be actual fact, a few 
scenes seem melodra¬ 
matic, especially James 
Caan holding a gun on 
medic Arthur Hill to save 
his captain's life ahead of 
everyone else. But Gold¬ 
man says it's fact, so who 
says life can't be melodra¬ 
matic. 

The three hour length is 
excessive, and the use of 


Laurence Olivier, Maxi¬ 
milian Schell, Michael 
Caine, Hardy kruger and 
Edward Fox all offer out¬ 
standing performances, 
though often so briefly (as 
Redford and Ullman) that 
one becomes very con¬ 
scious of "star turns."

I just went through my 
records and pulled out a 
few to review. Bob 
McClay went off the air a 
few minutes ago and - 
since today is Monday, 
Bonnie Simmons' day off - 
Jerry Graham, rumored to 
be tne main proponent of 
KSAN's ignominious slide 
into the mire of soft-rock, 
has just come on. This'll 
be easy to turn off, I 
figured. But he opens 
with the Who's "I Can See 
For Miles and Miles," fol¬ 
lowed by Springsteen's 
"Incident on 57th street" 
and Mink de Ville's "Span¬ 
ish Stroll"! Jesus, good 
radio sounds from KSAN. 
I can't shut this off, espe¬ 
cially since the first LP 
I've scheduled for review 
is the new one by Framp¬ 
ton, the one or two cuts 
of which that I've already 
heard being awful. O.K. 
Graham just flipped on a 
girl singing an old Beatles 
tune (Ruby Star?) and, 
while it isn't horrible, it 
isn't enough to keep me 
from my duty. Duty! 

And duty is the only 
thing that could get me to 
write about Pretty Boy 
Frampton's new LP, I'M IN 
YOU. What a disgusting 
record! Yeccchh! This is 
even worse than Stevie 
Wonder's last junk-pile 
(Stevie, a hero of Framp¬ 
ton, sings on one cut on IN 
YOU) - and like Stevie's 
thing, this'll easily be a 
million-seller many times 
over. It'll probably sell 
more them Frampton's 
similarly dull last album, 
COMES ALIVE, which is 
already the biggest-selling 
double LP oT all time. 
Could ya throw up? 
Frampton, once dubbed 
"The Face" while lead 
singer for England's 
teeny-bop heroes, The 
Herd, claims he wants to 
be the greatest guitarist 
in the world. As lead 
guitar player for the 
ayno-mite Humble Pie, he 
was certainly on the way. 
But in opting for a solo 
career along more 


"sophisticated," commer¬ 
cial and mature lines, he 
has sacrificed rock 'n' roll 
abandon and excitement 
for dully predictable pap - 
and millions of dollars. 
I'M IN YOU will make him 
(yawn) richer. His music 
is definitely "sensitive" 
and very Las Vegas. But 
the tunes are BORING and 
the lyrics BANAL. 
Frampton ought to take 
writing and singing lessons 
from the Ramones. He 
still plays guitar okay at 
times, and he's as cute as 
ever, but, overall, I'm 
afraid I just can't give I'M 
IN YOU any higher than a 
D. 

I almost didn't listen to 
QUEENS OF NOISE, the 
Runaways second album, 
because the first one was 
so horrible. But Adny 
Shernoff of the Dictators 
told me they were great 
live and I decided to give 
'em a listen. Was I sur¬ 
prised! The all girls 
quartet from L.A. actual¬ 
ly pulled off a decent LP. 
"Sexploitation" doesn't 
even begin to describe 
their hard-driven brand of 
rock 'n' roll. In the hands 
of super-ace producers 
Earle Mankey ana the leg¬ 
endary gola-record-mak- 
ing machine, Kim Papa Oo 
Mau Mau Fowley, the 
Runaways do ten songs 
along, delightfully predict¬ 
able lines: being rockers, 
living on the Coast, and, 
of course, being sex-pots 
(also combinations of 
those themes). And they 
do 'em all pretty well. In 
fact, on one, "Neon 
Angels," guitarist Lita 
Ford actually plays as 
well as a boy. QUEENS 
OF NOISE is a fine rock 
album - idiotic, exciting, 
ridiculous, full of totally 
silly poses.

B.A.R.: It's been some time since B.A.R. talked to 
you. What have you been up to? 

CURZON: Well, I've moved from Fresno to San 

Francisco. I'm unemployed; like any all-American 
boy. I've written a couple ot new novels. And I have 
a lover - my very first one. 

B.A.R.: Is having a lover everything you thought it 
would be? 

CURZON: I've never been one to subscribe to the 
over-glorification of romance. I've always thought

to like. 

too much out of love. Still, I'm glad ] 

B.A.R.: Why'd you leave Fresno? 

CURZON: Well, without my teaching job at Fresno 
State, there was little reason to remain. 

B.A.R.: Did you get fired? 

CURZON: Not exactly. I WAS openly Gay there, 
and I've written a new novel about the problems I 
experienced, called AMONG THE CARNIVORES - as 
yet unpublished. But I don't really think being out of 
the closet did me in. 

B.A.R.: What did? 

CURZON: Budget cuts. The enrollment in the 

English Department declined, taking me and several 
others with it. If economic uncertainty and fear and 
worry are good for a writer, then I should turn out a 
real masterpiece any day now. 

B.A.R.: It's been said that writers shouldn't be too 
much a part of the Establishment anyway. Do you 
agree? 

CURZON: I don't think I do, actually. Shakespeare 
was hardly a radical. I suppose it's possible for a 
writer to win too many grants and have too cozy a 
connection with the 'status quo' - he can get fat and 
reactionary. But serious writers thrive on opposing 
what they see around them, and I doubt they can be 
bought oif. 

B.A.R.: What was it like being an openly Gay 

teacher? 

CURZON: Many people were quite pleasant to me - 
token fag that I was. However, I vividly recall one 
male student who wrote on his final exam that he 
didn't think he could write the exam for me "because 
a dick-sucking man is worth, at best, a joke." 

B.A.R.: What grade did you give him? 

CURZON: A fair one. I'm not vindictive . . . not in 
THAT way at least! 

B.A.R.: Any other experiences like that? 

CURZON: Well, since I've left Fresno, I've learned 
that one of the poets on the staff there was bad- 
mouthing me behind my back. I didn't know the man

B.A.R.: What do you do? 

CURZON: I talk back. I get angry. THE 

ADVOCATE still holds a grudge against me. I’ve 
discovered recently. You'a think THE ADVOCATE 
would be BIGGER than that! 

B.A.R.: Why did you quarrel with THE ADVOCATE? 
CURZON: I’d just as soon forgive and forget. 

B.A.R.: What did that poet in Fresno say about you 
behind your back? 

CURZON: That my writing was "nasty." 

B.A.R.: Nasty? 

CURZON: Seems almost quaint, doesn't it? I guess 
certain people want art to be more perfect than life. 
But I feel uncomfortable as a teller-of-the-truth if I 
don't present the harsher side of reality. Maybe I 
ought to write a wholesome, uplifting book - fuck it, 
no I shouldn't! I try to tell the truth as I see it. 

B.A.R.: What cure you writing at the moment? 

CURZON: At the moment Tm staging an evening of 
satirical skits that I wrote. It's called SEX SHOW. 
We’re putting them on the first three weekends in 
July at the Gay Community Center on Grove. 

B.A.R.: Have you had any previous experience in 
the theater? 

CURZON: Back in college I directed some one-acts 
and did some acting. At present I’m lucky to have a 
very good cast with lots of expertise. One of my 
actors has published a play ana even traveled with 
Tennessee Williams for a while. Another cast 
member has worked with films in Hollywood. To¬ 
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gether we've come up with a lively and funny show. 
B.A.R.: What's the satire about? 

CURZON: I'm trying to poke fun at our sexual 

behavior. For example, one skit is about Beaver and 
his Dad - remember "Leave It to Beaver? They re 
talking over Dad's plans for Beaver s initiation into 
manhood - by being sodomized by the 13 Elders of 
the town. I got the idea from the Keraki Tribe of 
New Guinea, which actually does initiate its young 
men through sodomy. I merely transferred it to 
Beaver and his Dad. to show the arbitrariness of 
what's considered "manliness" and what s not.

B.A.R.: Would you say your skits are obscene? 

CURZON: Don't get the wrong idea. They're 

FUNNY! The sex is not presented realistically - 
only in a stylized way. I have no particular fondness 
for pornography. But I do get a charge out of poking 
holes in the myths around sex. 

B.A.R.: Should I bring my grandmother to these 

skits? 

CURZON: Sure, grannies cure welcome! In fact, 
everybody s welcome - Gays and non-Gays alike! We 
try to touch on all sorts of sexuality - from 
transvestism to bestiality - but comically! Please 
let me insist that we're not appealing to prurient 
interests! 

B.A.R.: You sound as though there's something 

wrong with appealing to prurient interests. 

CURZON: Well, theoretically there may not be, but 
PSf ct *cally I distinguish between material we jack 
ott to and material we laugh at. Maybe in these 
skits Tm trying to mak e up for not having ANY sex 
m my second novel, TIM McPICK; buL I'm not 
interested in describing sex acts for their own sake. 

B.A.R.: What are your plans after your skits close in 
mid-July? 

CURZON: Maybe they'll be a big hit and a producer 
will take them from the Gay Community Center on 
Grove to the Big Time - at least to some off- 
Broadway theater nere in San Francisco. 

B.A.R.: And if that doesn't happen? 

CURZON: Who knows. I can join the Peace Corps. 
And I haven t tried hustling yet. If I hurry, I might 
be able to get in a little - say, six months’ worth. Or 
perhaps I could give autograph parties and offer a 
blow-job with each sale! 

B.A.R.: Sounds novel. 

CURZON: Writing's a rough trade. But to be 

serious - I don t know what rll be doing after mid- 
July. Maybe a teaching job will open up. Skidmore 
College in New York seems interested in me for a 
fiction-writing post, but I’ve been through all this 
before^ - many, many times. Most of the time, the 
job isn t funded or somebody else gets hired. 

B.A.R.: Are you discouraged? 

CURZON: Not really. We survive, I guess, one way 
° r , ano “ ier *, Maybe my agent will callme tomorrow 
and say he s sold one ot my new novels. Maybe 

Anita Bryant will call and say she wants to make the 
movie version of my skits! 

B.A.R.: By the way, what do you think of Miss 

Bryant? 

CURZON: I wish somebody would burn the Bible! 
Why do Gays fight her on her own ground? Who 
cares what some ancient tribe of nomads wrote six 
thousand years ago? In some of my skits I try to 
show the stupidity of accepting the JBible as literal 
fact. Are we really living in the 20th century? 

B.A.R.: Well, good luck with your skits and your 
future writing.

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RING CYCLE” IN SEATTLE 

Like to spend a week’s 
l vacation with gods, gi¬ 
ants, dragons, dwarfs and 
mermaids; cross a rainbow 
bridge to a castle in the 
sky; break through a ring 
of magic fire and watch 
the Rhine overflow? 
Sounds kinkier than a 
charter flight? Truth is 
that it can happen in 
Seattle in a few weeks, 
just a hop, skip and jump 
away. 

Richard Wagner’s "Ring 
of the Niebelungs" draws 
music fans to festivals all 
over Europe during the 
summer months. Yel, due 
to recent scandals over 
the productions at Bay¬ 
reuth and other bastions 
of summer opera, many 
music lovers are turning 
to Seattle, with good 
reason. It is the only 
place in the world where 

? ou can see the cycle per- 
ormed one week in 
German and the next in 
English. Both cycles are 
sung in sequence with a 
unified cast and a conti¬ 
nuity of voice and drama 
that is rare. The entire 
saga involves 19 hours of 
mythology, music and 
magic woven into a spell¬ 
binding treat. Often the 
schedules of international 
casts result in a jumbling 
of the four operas as iT 
some mad projectionist 
had mixed up the reels in 
a mystery film. 

The "Ring" consists of 
four operas: DAS RHEIN- 
GOLD, DIE WALKURE, 
SIEGFRIED, and GOT- 
TERDAMMERUNG. 

Wagner's musical style 
employs leitmotifs 

(musical themes) for 
various characters, inci¬ 
dents and symbols to be 
found in the drama, all of 
which are tied together in 
the plot. The story is 
complicated, often unbe¬ 
lievable. Anna Russell, 
the great comedienne, 
provides the best briefing 
m her album, "ANNA 
RUSSELL SINGS??" where 
her famous analysis of 
Wagner's epic destroys its 

S ompous overtones with 
eaaly accuracy. 

Many ask, "why go to 
Seattle?" I went last year 
and am returning with 
bells on my toes. It was 
the best vacation I’d ever 
had. Seattle, a beautiful 
city on Puget Sound, 
affords one a trip to Mt. 
Rainier or Vancouver; to 


Victoria, B.C., to see the 
Butchart Gardens, or just 
relax on a day-long ferry 
ride through the San Juan 
Islands. One can even 
tour a Boeing aircraft 
plant or watch the salmon 
climb underwater ladders 
to their spawning grounds. 

The nicest thing last 


summer was that the town 
was besieged with opera 
fans, all bursting with a 
great love for Wagner. 
This made it easier for 
people to open up and 
make friends quickly.

Walk out the 
wrong door of the Opera 
House and one is likely to 
end up riding the Wild 
Mouse, an easy way to 
break the intense mood of 
Wagner's music. There 
are several late night 
restaurants near the 
Center and in Chinatown 
for after-opera dining.

Travel agents offer sev¬ 
eral package tours, but 
there is one hitch. Most 
charge about $100 for 
sightseeing. In order to 
catch everything paid for, 
one has to get up at dawn 
and hop on a bus each day. 
If inclined to late night 
debauchery or disinclined 
to get up early while on 
vacation, I suggest book¬ 
ing flights and hotels sep¬ 
arately and sightsee at 
leisure. Bus tours leave 
from the Olympic Hotel 
and pick up from the 
downtown hotels. Bus 
transportation within the 
downtown area is free 
during business hours. 

Seattle presents an 
overwhelming value for a 
musical vacation. It is 
superb opera-drama, only 
two hours away with NO 
jet lag, and a hell of a lot 
cheaper than schlepping 
through Germany.

The Gay community of 
the South Bay held its 
first coalition organiza¬ 
tional meeting June 13 to 
discuss the Dade County 
vote and how local Gays 
can work to preserve and 
expand their human rights 
in the Santa Clara County 
area. 

Gay activist Paul Bone- 
berg of the Gay Student 
Union at San Jose State 
took the initiative and 
arranged the open meet¬ 
ing in the De Anza Res¬ 
taurant in downtown San 
Jose. 

Local Gays responded 
with a turnout estimated 
at approximately 300 
people - filling the restau¬ 
rant to capacity. 

The tone of the meeting 
was established by the 
opening statement: 

"So far Gays have basic 
rights in this county, but 


we should construct a 
temporary organization to 
protect our own rights and 
the rights of any other 
Gays in the Nation should 
they be threatened by 
’Save Our Children' or the 
like. This organization 
should be directed by the 
leaders of the established 

g roups (M.C.C., Lambda, 
r.L.T.F., etc.) and 
manned by volunteers 
from these groups and the 
community at large. It 
should be empowered to 
speak for the whole com¬ 
munity in respect to the 
^resent issues and gather 
unds and volunteers to 
construct a standard 
political organization to 
coordinate a response." 

The open agenda al¬ 
lowed for many opinions, 
and one of the more elo¬ 
quent speakers to address 
tne issue was Dorothy 
Theresa Hauser, a 
"straight" spokesperson 
who felt the need to at¬ 
tend and express her feel¬ 
ings of support. 

Her opening remark, "I 
think I'm outnumbered be¬ 
cause I'm what is known 
as a ’straight’," drew a 
roar of applause. She 
went on to extoll the 
many contributions that 
Gays have made to soci¬ 
ety, and offered the opin¬ 
ion that we should be 
proud of our history. 

Urging those present to 
maintain a responsible 
course of action, she re¬ 
minded the gathering that 
we need the alliance of 
our straight supporters to 
succeed. 

"The world is watching 
to see how, and what, and 
who wins out. Not only 
you as individuals are con¬ 
cerned, but generations to 
come will reap the results 
of what and how you all 
do in the now. Get your 
straight friends, and your 
famines, to come forth 
and stand shoulder to 
shoulder with you. Let's 
all be united as one." 

Listening to Ms. 
Hauser's emotion-ridden 
call to action, one had the 
impression that she had 
somehow chosen the right 
time and place to offer 
the words we needed to 
hear. 

In summary, the anger 
and disappointment of the 
people in attendance was 
changed to hopeful deter¬ 
mination. $1,500 was 
raised and the mechanics 
of establishing a true 
"coalition" have begun. 

The M.C.C. agreed to 
oversee the operational 
fund, and another meeting 
was held Monday, June 20, 
to establish the full coali¬ 
tion of representatives 
from each organization.

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until Josephus, a Jewish 
theologian who wrote in 
the age between Old Tes¬ 
tament and New Testa¬ 
ment times. Some key 
points that should be con¬ 
sidered include the fact 
that the two cities were 
doomed BEFORE the inci¬ 
dent with the angels. The 
term "to know ,p is used 
over 950 times in the Old 
Testament with only 9 
times being used in the 
sexual sense. Finally, not 
only men were at Lot's 
house that fateful eve¬ 
ning. "All the people" 
were there. ("Men" was 
an inclusive term meaning 
both men and women at 
that time.) 

Jesus said nothing about 
homosexuality or homo¬ 
sexuals. He did say, 
"Come unto me all ye that 
labor and cure heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest." 
Also, "For God so loved 
the world that God's only 
Son was given, that who¬ 
soever believes in Him 
should not perish but have 
eternal life." Homosexu¬ 
als are not excluded from 
God's love. God loves 
everyone; therefore, God 
loves Gay people. (Mat¬ 
thew 11-.Z8, John 3:16-17) 

Paul was not so chari¬ 
table. Even so, the Greek 
words translated loosely 
to "homosexual" (malakoi 
and arsenokoitae - male 
prostitutes and men en¬ 
gaged in anal intercourse) 
do not reflect a lifestyle 
where there is love and 
unity. The abuse and co- 
ersion implied in Paul's 
words violate the value of 
the human being. The sin, 
and thus condemnation, 
prescribed by Paul are not 
reflected where two 
people live loving, nurtur- 
lnglifestyles. (Romans 1) 

One important point 
that requires some 
thought is Paul's state¬ 
ment that those Romans 
of whom he was speaking 
had known the fullness of 
God in Christ and turned 
away from God; lust, 
greed, etc., had become 
idols. The first command¬ 
ment in both Old and New 
Testaments was breached 
bj that idolatry. (Romans 

Homosexuality can be 
as loving as tne people 
practising it. Our goal, 
therefore, should not be 
removal of dignity, basic 
human rights, or the Good 
News of Jesus Christ from 
homosexuals. We should 
not force Gays to lie or 
hide. We, as Christ's fol¬ 
lowers, should remove 
oppression, rather than 
oppress. 

Our goal then should be 
to teach ALL people to 
love. Jesus would ask, "If 
there are any among you 
who have no sin in them, 
let them cast the first 
stone." (John 8) 

It is of utmost impor¬ 
tance that thinking be¬ 
lievers question tradition 
and the current sensation¬ 
alism. Not so long ago, 
slavery was condoned as 
scriptural. Must we per¬ 
sist in blindness? Bigotry, 
fear, guilt and hatred per¬ 
petuated in Christ's name 
are the abomination 
today.
